Jones ''when called upon for active 
duty were placed directly

most important positions. They were 
JBO trained and qualified by their pre- 
vious education and experience in the 
survey aa .to become efficient officers 
'of the navy, without a moment's de- 
May or preparation. 
How .they . per- 
fo'rmed their several duties .is attest- 
ed by the promotions they received. 
Although transferred In ranks pre- 
bed by congress, the officers -were 
itmost every case promoted by the 
f to higher grades' commensurate 
.i the dutleS they were performing. 
As for the army service, one of the 
survey officers originated a polyconLc 
grid to be used in. connection -with 
lirge scale battle maps in the United 
States for offensive and defensive op- 
erations of the coast and field artillery. 
"Other officers spent from 6 to'14 


months^ on the front, and were in ac- 
tion during the campaign along the 
Meuse, In Champagne sector, the St. 
Mlhlel and Verdun offensives. 
These 
officers were engaged In topographic, 
railway and gun-position surveys In 
connection with the making of battle 
and other military maps. - They were 
engaged In the construction of water 
supply, sowers, railways, cantonments, 
hospitals, ammunition dumps, dugouts, 
bomb-proof shelters, and other work 
of the army In the field."

In summing up the record and sta- 
tus of his corps, Colonel Jones said:

League is

league of nations covenant as "one ol 
the world's greatest documents Sen- 
ator Swanson of Virginia, a democrat- 
ic member of the • foreign .relations 
committee, told the senate today if the 
United States' rejected the league, it 
••would m<?an that she would skulk in 
the greatest world crisis that ever oc- 


CUThe 'speaker defended 
the 
league 
against the objections that It 
would 
Bacrifice sovereignty and 
American 


traditions and asserted that 
on 
the 
contrary it would result In immense 
material gain In protecting American 
integrity and preventing .war. He de- 
clared it would not create a. super-gov- 
ernment, involve objectionable obliga- 
tions nor invalidate the Monroe doc- 
r Pointing out that the war had shak- 
en the social--order of its foundation, 
the Virginia senator said it was the 
paramount obligation 
of responsible 
statesmen to prevent another 
such 


conflagration. 
. ' 
', 
Answers Two Objections 
"The covenant of the 
league 
has 
been assailed from two opposite' sourc- 
es," he continued, "the 
league 
will 
neither b'e a super-state nor sovereign, 
nor a helpless, powerless association 
of nations. 
The Instrument creating 
the league is a covenant entered Into 
by sovereign states One attribute or 
sovereignty is the ability to make cov- 
enants or agreements. That a state 
reserves its full^sovbreignty is conclu- 
sively settled by the provision allowing 
any member to withdraw. >-o nation, 
superior or otherwise, ever thus ex- 
pressly provided means for its dissolu- 


"This covenant if ratified 
by 
the 
senate would be no more nor less than 
a treaty legalized under our constitu- 
tion 
The plan for the formation Of 
the league is skillfully convolved and 
the'-only one possible -under existing 
political conditions. 
"The assembly of the league would 
be composed of representatives of the 
members who would be selected In ac- 
cordance with the laws of the respec- 
tive states. 
In the case of the United 
States the representatives, beine offi- 
cers created by treaty, would be ap- 
pointed as provided by an act of con- 
gress. 
Much opposition has 
been 
urged because a great nation like the 
United States has only one vote *ln the 
assembly. 
But what difference does 


the number of votes make upon all 
important, -matters the action of the 
assembly must be unanimous, or have 
the unanimous concurrence of 
tho 
council, upon which the United States 
is permanently represented. 
Equal Representation OnJy Basis. 
"The league could never be organiz- 
ed on any. basis other than -that of 
equal representation. 
"What better plan for. disarmament 


could be devised? The council Is di- 
rected to prepare a general plan of 
disarmament for the consideration of 
the governments, which plan 
is not 
binding upon any of the states until 
approved by the state. 
"Under article 10 each member of 
the league undertakes first, to respect 
the territorial integrity and political 
independence of all other members of 
•the league. 
When the nations of the 
world, .sobered by sorrow,and suffer- 
ing are willing to raise their hands and 
take this solemn pledge, are we sul- 
lenly and stubbornly to stand aside 
and become a stumbling block In the 
way of this noble achievement? 
Do 
any of them have possessions that we 
yiew with covetous eyes and propose 
to seize and annex?

"The second 'obligation assumed by 
each member Is to 'preserve us against 
external aggression the territorial in- 
tegrity and 
existing political 
inde-
